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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a personal health care 
administration system which administrates a personal health, 
condition always so as to have an optional medical care or nursing 
on an optimal timing when the health may be injured or is injured. 
SOLUTION: A system comprises a personal health administration 
system 5 connecting to a hospital information system 1 through a 
local center 4. The local center 4 is a relay station to transfer the 
hospital information system 1 in the hospital to the personal health 
care administrating system 5 in home. The personal health care 
administrating system 5 is installed out of the hospital, e.g. in a 
home, in contrast to the hospital information system 1 is installed in 
the hospital and the system comprises an information system, a 
usual health care system, a home care medical administrating 
system, a personal information system, a life information system and 
a business information system.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The personal health care system characterized by to provide a collection means 
collect antemortem-inspection data or laboratory test data, an outlying-observation detection 
means detect the outlying observation which shows the abnormalities of health condition based 
on the inspection data collected by said collection means, and the means of communications for 
notifying said hospital of this detection result according to detection of the outlying observation 
by said outlying-observation detection means in the personal health care system formed in the 
exterior of a hospital. 

[Claim 2] The personal health care system according to claim 1 characterized by providing 
further a means to manage the health diagnostic information or clinical-recording information 
collected in the hospital. 

[Claim 3] In the personal health care system possessing personal means of communications 
including the urgency traffic means for communicating in the usual means of communications 
and emergency for being prepared in a home and usually sometimes communicating to the 
facility outside a home In case a health management tool and a remote medical treatment are 
performed, at the time of the remote medical treatment which manages the information about 
this remote medical treatment at the time of usual [ which sometimes manages individual 
health ] Usually, a management tool, The personal health care system characterized by providing 
further the individual humanity news management tool which manages the information about an 
individual, the living information management tool which manages the information about a life, an 
operating information management means to manage the operating information for 
telecommuting, and at least one means of **. 

[Claim 4] Said collection means by which a health management tool usually collects antemortem 
inspection data or laboratory test data, An outlying-observation detection means to detect the 
outlying observation which inspects and analyzes the inspection data collected by this collection 
means, and shows the abnormalities of health condition, The personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including the home inspection means which consists of a 
report means as a result of reporting a detection result to a hospital using said personal means 
of communications according to detection of the outlying observation by this outlying- 
observation detection means. 

[Claim 5] A health management tool is a personal health care system according to claim 3 
characterized by including the health diagnostic-information management tool which manages 
the information about said medical checkup acquired usually through said personal means of 
communications. 

[Claim 6] It is the personal health care system according to claim 3 characterized by including 
said test-of-physicahstrength-and-fitness data control means to which a health management 
tool usually manages test-of-physical-strength-and-fitness data. 

[Claim 7] It is the personal health care system according to claim 3 characterized by including a 
meal information management means to manage said usually concerning [ a health management 
tool ] meal menu, alimentary therapy, meal service, and meal information meal information. 
[Claim 8] It is the personal health care system according to claim 3 characterized by including a 
drugs information management means to manage the information about the prescribed drug 
agent prescribed in said household medicine agent which usually reserves a health management 



tool in a home, or the hospital. 

[Claim 9] It is the personal health care system according to claim 3 characterized by including 
said health consultation exchange means for a health management tool usually communicating 
with the medical practitioner of a hospital using said personal means of communications, and 
consulting about health. 

[Claim 10] It is the personal health care system according to claim 3 characterized by including 
said service request means as which a health management tool usually requests predetermined 
service from a hospital or a service contractor using said personal means of communications. 
[Claim 1 1] A management tool is a personal health care system according to claim 3 
characterized by including a home medical examination information management means to 
manage the information for requesting a family doctor and examining at home at the time of said 
remote medical treatment 

[Claim 12] Said remote medical treatment management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including a remote medical treatment information 
management means to manage the information about the medicine carried out at home, and a 
remote medical treatment exchange means to support home self-injection, a domiciliary oxygen 
therapy, home intravenous hyperalimentation, and home artificial respiration. 
[Claim 13] Said remote medical treatment management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including a nursing / care information management means 
to manage the information about home health care and care, and a nursing / care exchange 
means to support remote medical treatment instruction carried out by being home, and home 
visit rehabilitation. 

[Claim 14] Said remote medical treatment management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including medication and an infusion solution information 
management means to manage the information about medication and an infusion solution, and a 
medication exchange means to support medication. 

[Claim 15] Said remote medical treatment management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including a rehabilitation information management means 
to manage the information about the rehabilitation carried out at home, and a rehabilitation 
exchange means to support the rehabilitation carried out by being home. 
[Claim 16] Said remote medical treatment management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by including a volunteer information management means to 
manage the information about a volunteer. 

[Claim 17] Said individual humanity news management tool is a personal health care system 
according to claim 3 characterized by managing private information, social information, and 
financial information. 

[Claim 18] Said living information management tool is a personal health care system according to 
claim 3 characterized by managing clothing information, meal information, housing information, 
and amenity information. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the personal health care system used in the cases, such as health 

care of a facility or an individual, a remote medical treatment and home care. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Usually, as for a patient or a care worker-ed (those who care for are called a care 
worker and those who are cared for are called a care worker-ed), it is common to hold in medical facilities or 
nursing homes, such as a hospital, etc. By medical facilities, the so-called hospital systems which manage the 
information about two or more patients, such as a diagnostic information system which manages the inspection 
information system which manages inspection data etc., or a diagnostic image, are built and various inspection of 
antemortem inspection data, laboratory test data, etc., the diagnosis by the medical practitioner, and a therapy are 
carried out in a facility under such a system, A nursing home is a facility of the speciality which carries out various 
care of rehabilitation etc. like medical facilities. Especially, it is not sick, and the person with good health condition 
consults the regular health check periodically carried out in the medical facilities of an area etc., and is performing 
the health care. 

[0003] By the way. in the medical system of the wide sense based on special facilities, such as such a hospital and 
a nursing home, it restricts and those who have ruined their health, and the person who thought wanted to grasp 
health condition have the problem whose he does not go out that a diagnosis or medical checkup of a disease 
cannot be received in medical facilities, such as a hospital and a clinic, each time. For example, the case where 
fever [ hurt / the head ] does not go down or there are symptoms, like an antinode hurts, when the injury of a 
trauma etc. is undertaken, and when He is aware of the symptom, or it becomes possible by judging extent of an 
injury to undergo a diagnosis of the disease by various inspection and the medical practitioner etc., a therapy, etc. 
only after going to medical facilities spontaneously, or the man of the perimeter etc. judging and taking to medical 
facilities. 

[0004] In such a situation, there is a trouble that each people will judge themselves with extent which measures 
temperature, in the phase before going to medical facilities. Consequently, illness is aggravated, an invasion-cure is 
chosen or, occasionally it may die of too late. Moreover, there is a trouble that it cannot tell outside about 
emergency which is concerned with life and death depending on situations, such as his living environment For 
example, it is fresh in memory that the tragic incident in which postmortem long duration neglect was carried out 
and old people living alone had skeletonized was reported. 

[0005] As family structure of the home in which the elderly people to whom a sick incidence rate becomes high with 
aging are present, there were many elderly people s husband and wife or solitude citizens remarkably, and 
irrespective of distance, the children who see the trouble telephoned, or sometimes visited, and were usually dealing 
with assistance and the health problem of food, clothing and shelter. However, the child who looks after elderly- 
people husband and wife and old people living alone using a telephone and FAX, or managing and supporting minutely 
even daily food, clothing and shelter and health condition only by sometimes visiting has the trouble that it cannot 
do substantially. 

[0006] Recently, the cases where move medication, the therapy of 2 and 3, or followup from medical facilities, such 
as a hospital, to being home, and it is carried out in the phase in which the therapy in medical facilities was settled 
temporarily and where the so-called remote medical treatment is performed have been increasing in number from a 
viewpoint of a patient's QOL (Quality Of Life, quality of life). 

[0007] Moreover, it is tended to perform the so-called home care which cares for not only at a nursing home but at 
a home also with the care worker-ed who needs the 3rd person's care. In a remote medical treatment, about the 
operating condition of the equipment used for a remote medical treatment or the check of a patient's condition, 
unless the care worker of the patient himself or its patient connects with medical facilities or device service, there 
is a trouble that only uniform service or unsuitable service can be received. This is the same also about home care. 
[0008] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This invention was made that the situation mentioned above should be 
coped with, and when an individual injures health, the purpose is always offering the personal health care system 
which manages individual health so that medicine (care is included) suitable at the suitable time can receive. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The personal hearth care system concerning claim 1 of this invention is 
characterized in the personal health care system formed in the exterior of a hospital by to provide a collection 
means collect antemortem-inspection data or laboratory test data, an outlying-observation detection means detect 



the outlying observation which shows the abnormalities of health condition based on the inspection data collected 
by this collection means, and the means of communications for notifying this detection result to a hospital according 
to detection of the outlying observation by this outlying-observation detection means. 

[0010] Moreover, the personal health care system concerning claim 3 of this invention The facility outside a home is 
received in the personal health care system formed in a certain home. At the time of usual [ which possesses 
personal means of communications including the urgency traffic means for communicating in the usual means of 
communications and emergency for sometimes communicating, and usually sometimes manages individual health ], 
usually, a health management tool. In case a remote medical treatment is performed, at the time of the remote 
medical treatment which manages the information about this remote medical treatment A management tool, It is 
characterized by providing the individual humanity news management tool which manages the information about an 
individual, the living information management tool which manages the information about a life, an operating 
information management means to manage the operating information for telecommuting, and at least one means of 
**. 

[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the operation gestalt of the personal health care system concerning this 
invention is explained, referring to a drawing. The block diagram showing the outline configuration of the personal 
health care system by which drawing 1 was connected to the HIS, the block diagram in which drawing 2 " drwjng_3 
show the outline configuration of the individual health care system 5, the block diagram in which drawing 4 shows 
the hardware configuration of the individual health care system 5, drawing 5 - draw i n g 8 are drawings for explaining 
the detail configuration and actuation of the individual health care system 5. 

[0012] As shown in d rawin g 1 , this operation gestalt has the composition that the individual hearth care system 5 
was connected by the cable or wireless (satellite communication is included) through the local center 4, to HIS 1. 
Moreover, it is possible to exchange the information various between HIS 1 and the individual health care systems 5, 
with IC card 3. HIS 1 has an outpatient information system (reservation system), the inpatient information system, 
the clinical recording information management system, the inspection (image, inspection data) information system, 
and the medical checkup (medical checkup) system 2. The medical checkup (medical checkup) system 2 is a system 
which takes charge of a home health care system (namely, host of the individual health care system 5). and a 
health-care consultation window, and is a system directly connected to the individual hearth care system 5 while it 
manages the various information about inspection, a diagnosis, etc. which were carried out in the facilities of a 
hospital, i.e., registration management information, inspection and image information, comprehensive-diagnosis 
information, a health-care card, etc. 

[0013] The local center 4 is a junction means to relay between HIS 1 of a hospital plant, and the domestic individual 
health care systems 5, to relay between the individual hearth care system of a certain home, and the individual 
humanity news systems of other homes, and to relay between the individual health care system of a certain home, 
and the service establishments which offer various services (it mentions later for details) of medicine, care, a life, 
etc., and is called a communication box. IC card 3 is a record medium for exchanging the information (it mentioning 
later about the detail of the contents) about individual medicine in both directions between the hospital health 
system 1 and the individual health system 5. In addition, about IC card 3, it is good also as a configuration which 
does not possess this. Moreover, you may constitute so that it may communicate directly between the hospital 
health system 1 and the individual health system 5 by satellite communication etc. 

[0014] The individual health care system 5 is formed in the exterior of a hospital plant for example, domestic, to HIS 
1 being formed in the facilities of a hospital. As shown in drawjng _2 - drawing 3 . the individual health care system 5 
is constituted by the managerial system 300, the individual humanity news system 400, the living information system 
500. and the operating information system 600 at the time of communication system 100, the usual health care 
system 200, and a remote medical treatment. In addition, it is the same as that of drawing 2 - dr aw ing 3 also about 
the screen configuration of the information-display machine monitor at the time of the individual hearth care system 
5 operating (about a hardware configuration, it mentions later), and has the so-called hierarchical menu structure 
where the next menu screen is displayed, by touching a desired system with a finger etc. on a display screen. 
[0015] The individual humanity news system 400, the living information system 500. and the operating information 
system 600 do not necessarily need to be altogether formed according to the application situation of a system. For 
example, it is good as a configuration which does not possess the individual humanity news system 400 or the living 
information system 500 by his hope which actually uses this system 5. and when there is no homeworker. the 
operating information system 600 is unnecessary. It is good also as the configuration which, on the other hand, 
newly added systems other than these. 

[0016] Here, the hardware configuration of the individual health care system 5 is explained. The antemortem 
inspection unit 10 shown in drawi ng 4 has light, temperature, a pressure, an ultrasonic sensor, etc., is a unit which 
carries out antemortem inspection, such as blood pressure, temperature, a heartbeat, weight, and eyesight (image 
data), and measures antemortem inspection data. The measured antemortem inspection data are collected in the 
data collection circuit 1 1 , and are sent to the analysis circuit 1 2. The antemortem inspection data with which the 
analysis circuit 12 has been sent judge and analyze out of range [ within the limits of normal values or out of range / 
of it or normal values ]. i.e., outlying observation. The real-time record circuit 1 3 is sent to the information record 
unit 24 as antemortem inspection information while it records required data on real time among a judgment and an 
analysis result The information record unit 24 is a unit which records collectively the various information outputted 
and inputted not only by antemortem inspection information but by this system 5, and records antemortem 
inspection information, such as a judgment an analysis result, etc. sent to the field predetermined in the unit defined 
beforehand. Actuation of these antemortem inspection unit 10 - the information record unit 24 is controlled by 



CPU80. and it supervises whether as for CPU80, the antemortem inspection unit 10 is operating normally. 
[001 7] The laboratory test unit 15 is a unit which carries out a blood test, a urinalysis, and blood sugar level 
inspection, and measures laboratory test data. The measured laboratory test data are collected in the data 
collection circuit 1 6, and are sent to the analysis circuit 1 7. The laboratory test information to which the analysis 
circuit 1 7 has been sent judges and analyzes out of range [ within the limits of normal values or out of range / of it 
or normal values ], i.e., outlying observation. The real-time record circuit 18 is sent to the information record unit 24 
while it records required data on real time among a judgment and an analysis result The information record unit 24 
records laboratory test information, such as a judgment, an analysis result, etc. sent to the field predetermined in 
the unit defined beforehand. Actuation of these laboratory test unit 15 - the information record unit 24 is controlled 
by CPU80, and it supervises whether as for CPU80, the laboratory test unit 10 is operating normally. 
[0018] The communication link unit 19 has the wire communication unit 20, the radio unit 25, a switcher 21, a 
sending circuit 22, a receiving circuit 26, and the decoding circuits 23 and 27, changes actuation of the wire 
communication unit 20 and the radio unit 25 according to a situation by the switcher 21, namely, can change the 
communication link by the cable, and the communication link by wireless timely, and can perform them now. In 
addition, these units are controlled by CPU80. 

[0019] For example, when the domestic individual humanity news managerial system 5 transmits information to HIS 
1 through the local center 4 outside a home, the rank and decode are made in the decoding circuit 23. and 
information (information currently recorded on the predetermined location of the information record unit 24) to 
transmit is transmitted through a sending circuit 22, a switcher 21 and the wire communication unit 20, or the radio 
unit 25. 

[0020] moreover — for example, pass the local center 5 which has the domestic individual humanity news 
managerial system 5 outside a home — for example, when you receive information from HIS 1, pass the wire 
communication unit 20 or the radio unit 25, a switcher 21, and a consultation circuit — the rank is determined in the 
decoding circuit 27, and the received information is recorded on the predetermined field of the information record 
unit 24. In addition, a rank here is treated as an index which shows the urgency of transmission/receipt information, 
significance, etc. 

[0021] When various goods, such as a chemical, run short, even if it does not input the goods name or a goods code 
one by one from a keyboard, since it is specified easily, the bar code scanner 30 is formed. It passes along a control 
circuit 31, matching with actual goods is made in decoding 32, and the read information read from the bar code 
scanner 30 is recorded on the information record unit 24. Moreover, you may constitute so that the data of the off- 
line test equipment which is not connected to this system 5 by the bar code scanner 30 etc. may be read. 
[0022] The ITV camera 40 which consisted of CCD cameras can be formed so that a patient or a care worker-ed 
may be photoed, and the medical practitioner, the nurse, or ****** of medical facilities can carry out the 
telediagnosis, care exchange, etc. now by making it operate combining the wire communication unit 20 or the radio 
unit 25. 

[0023] Scan control is made by the scan control circuit 41, and the image and voice from the ITV camera 40 are 
recorded for the ITV camera 40 on the real-time record circuit 42 on real time. Moreover, such information is 
recorded on the information record unit 24 for every predetermined unit, and when the above-mentioned 
telediagnosis and exchange are carried out, it is recorded with the diagnostic information and support information 
which it was transmitted from medical facilities etc. and received in the receiving circuit 26. It can transmit through 
an interface 51 to the mass record medium 60 which consists of a VTR or VDR, and such information can be saved 
over a long period of time. Moreover, after a fixed period passes through the information recorded on the 
information record unit 24, it is automatically updated by the newly sent new information. 
[0024] The various medical checkup data collected in medical facilities or the service information from a service 
establishment is recorded on IC card 3. Such information is read from a card through an interface 50, and is 
transmitted to this system by being sent to the information record unit 24. 

[0025] CPU80 controls collectively all the units described above. A control panel 70 inputs the directions from the 
operator to this system. Moreover, the remote control board 71 inputs the directions from an operator distantly like 
a control panel. The information-display machine monitor 90 is constituted by the touch panel, can display a 
hierarchical menu, and when an operator touches a desired menu part with a finger etc., it can choose it. Moreover, 
the information-display machine monitor 90 displays the various information on this system. 

[0026] Next, with reference to drawin g 5 - drawing 8 , the detail configuration and actuation of the individual health 
care system 5 are explained. An operator can first choose a managerial system 300, the individual humanity news 
system 400, the living information system 500, and the operating information system 600 at the time of 
communication system 100, the usual managerial system 200, and a remote medical treatment by operating the 
hierarchical menu (what was shown in drawing 2 - drawing 3 ) displayed on the information-display machine monitor 
90. If especially an operator is not sick and health condition is good, he will usually choose a health care system 200. 

[0027] Usually, in a health care system 200, a home inspection menu, medical checkup information, test-of- 
phystcal-strength-and-fitness data, meal information, drugs information, a health consultation menu, and an 
exchange menu can be chosen. With a home inspection menu, weight, a corpulence degree, temperature, blood 
pressure, a pulse, a urinalysis, an eye test, The online / off-line bar code data collection routine and weight which 
consist of an off-line bar code data collection routine which uses the on-line-data-acquisition routine and bar code 
scanner 30 which collect inspection data, such as a blood sugar test, on-line, a corpulence degree, temperature, 
blood pressure, a pulse. The inspection data collection routine which collects inspection data, such as a urinalysis, 
an eye test and a blood sugar test The outlying observation which shows the abnormalities of health condition 



based on the collected inspection data is detected, and the outlying-observation test routine which inspects and 
analyzes the detection result and the analysis result report routine which reports the inspection result to a hospital, 
a clinic, or a nursing home can be chosen. 

[0028] In the past, the hysteresis information about the medical checkup which went in medical facilities, for 
example, a blood test, an electrocardiography, colon cancer inspection, an audiometry, a urinalysis, tumor marker 
inspection, an examination of sputum, uterine cancer inspection, an examination of the fundus, gastric cancer 
inspection, milk cancer tests, lung cancer inspection, a brain dock, etc. can be acquired from HIS 1, and can be 
expressed as medical checkup information. 

[0029] Test-of-physical-strength-and-fitness data manage a cardiopulmonary function and the other related 
information. There are meal menu information, alimentary therapy, meal service, creation, clearing up, etc. in meal 
information. For meal menu information, components, such as calorie calculation and fat, and the information of 
those are offered. By judging individual health condition appropriately and guiding it, alimentary therapy prevents 
illness and has the menu service which includes the display of the alimentary therapy menu for a diabetes-mellitus 
therapy etc., and delivery request service to a meal delivery contractor. It has come to be able to perform a 
directions request to these service contractor with meal service so that foods distribution service or meal 
distribution service can be received. There is also an exchange / auxiliary service menu which performs 
communication with a service contractor automatically so that exchange and service can be requested about 
creation of a meal. With table clearing-up service, tableware washing service can be easily requested now to a 
contractor. 

[0030] There are household medicine management information, and a pharmacist consultation routine and 
medication information as medicine information. In household medicine management information, information, 
management, supplement, and service of a household medicine are offered, and it connects to the drugs parcel 
delivery service. By the pharmacist consultation routine, a pharmacist network, a drugs service industry, and 
contact can be taken now. For medication information, when it diagnoses in medical facilities when an individual 
judges from various inspection data etc. and drugs are taken, and drugs are prescribed, the medication situation 
progress table routine inform with a portable radio vessel in an audio station, "Give the cold medicine of ABC by E 
****♦*!" is in predetermined time amount. If it does in this way, problems, such as a failure to drink, will be solved. 
[0031] When an individual senses sick anxiety and sick abnormalities with a health consultation menu, it is the 
routine about which it can consult in quest of the opinion of a doctor, a pharmacist a family, an acquaintance, etc., 
etc. Moreover, when abnormalities are found to an inspection value, there is a correspondence routine at the time of 
the outlying-observation detection which outputs the comment of the purport on which should respond to that 
extent (grade) and a suitable medical staff should be consulted with. 

[0032] With an exchange menu, instrument information, such as exchange robots, such as a wheelchair, is offered, 
for example, a service contractor is contacted, and there is an instrument information routine, such as an exchange 
robot which can borrow or purchase an instrument Moreover, there is exchange device service routine which 
connects with a service industry and can respond for repair of the exchange device or a periodic check. Moreover, 
there is also various volunteer information that presenting of request information, the telephone to a trustee, etc. 
are performed, or close-relatives information and service routine, and it can contact now according to an urgency. 
[0033] When the operator is performing the remote medical treatment (care is also included), a managerial system 
300 can be chosen at the time of a remote medical treatment Furthermore, home medical examination service, a 
home care service, nursing and nursing services, medication and infusion solution service, rehabilitation service, and 
volunteer information can be chosen now with a managerial system 300 at the time of a remote medical treatment 
[0034] A home medical examination service system requests a visit from a family doctor with the home medical 
examination management information which manages the contact of the family doctor who requests for example, a 
home medical examination, the result of the latest home medical examination, future scheduling, etc., and consists of 
in-home patient visit routines which record the contents of instruction of the result etc. . 

[0035] A remote medical treatment service system consists of remote medical treatment management information, 
home self-injection, a domiciliary oxygen therapy, home intravenous hyperalimentation, and home artificial 
respiration. Remote medical treatment management information manages the information of handling explanation of 
the medical contents at the time of performing medicine at home, a device, a device, and drugs, drugs, a doctor, etc. 

[0036] the situation management which directs with voice etc. that a home self-injection management routine 
becomes for example, an injection predetermined time, or manages the stock situation of drugs or an instrument the 
drugs distribution service and syringe distribution service which will contact medical facilities, will place an order 
with a service contractor if drugs and an instrument may be insufficient and fill up an insufficiency automatically, 
and a medical practitioner check routine — since — it is constituted. Since medical actions, such as a diagnosis, a 
therapy, and medication, are a medical practitioner's exclusive right matters (Pharmaceutical Affairs Law), the 
medical practitioner check routine has the acknowledgement routine of ****** of a primary physician or a service 
ftrm. 

[0037] A domiciliary oxygen therapy routine consists of a management routine, bomb delivery exchange service 
routine, and a medical practitioner check routine. If a management routine checks the amount of articles of 
consumption, such as drugs, and a stock decreases, it will be a routine which manages carrying out specified 
quantity supply or the maintenance of a device. Moreover, a management routine manages payment of the courtesy 
rates to a service contractor etc. A bomb delivery exchange routine is a routine which connects with the parcel 
delivery service contractor delivery / exchange request of the oxygen cylinder used by the oxygen therapy etc. A 
bomb delivery exchange routine inputs the capacity etc. into a management routine, when it exchanges for a new 



bomb, and a management routine manages this. 

[0038] A home intravenous hyperalimentation routine consists of a management routine, a medical practitioner 
check routine, infusion solution delivery service routine, and an instrument supplement routine. About a management 
routine and a medical practitioner check routine, it is the same as the above-mentioned thing. It is the routine which 
supplies by informing that the residue of infusion solution delivery service routine of an infusion solution decreases 
to the service contractor (registered contractor) who prepares the infusion solution through which it passes, and 
which is poured in in vein (a nutrient, drugs, etc. are mixed), and delivers to a home. It is the routine which informs 
that the residue of an instrument supplement routine of these instruments decreases to the service contractor 
(registered contractor) who fills up article-oFconsumption instruments (DISUPOZARU instrument), such as a 
syringe, and is supplied. In addition, the above-mentioned management routine manages the residue of these 
instruments etc. 

[0039] Nursing / care service system consists of home health care and a care management information routine, a 
remote medical treatment instruction routine, home visit rehabilitation, and facility information. 
[0040] A home-health-care care management information routine performs management of the goods which are 
needed in order to carry out nursing and care at home, an instrument, drugs, etc., communication with a nurse / 
care ****** contractor, communication with a medical institution, communication which it is with various service 
contractors further. Home visit rehabilitation is a routine which performs communication with the service contractor 
who offers rehabilitation instruction by home visits, such as ******, etc., and performs reservation etc. Facility 
information is a routine which displays the information on a nursing home, various welfare facilities, medical facilities, 
etc. 

[0041] Medication and an infusion solution service system consist of medication management information, a home 
intravenous hyperalimentation routine, a home selHnjection routine, and a medication management information 
routine, and has come to be able to carry out unitary management of medication and the infusion solution service. 
[0042] It is an important matter on a therapy to support administration of periodical drugs, for this reason, needed 
medication management information — this system — record and management — carrying out — a medication 
management information routine — drugs — drinking — forgetting — etc. — it can display on predetermined time 
of day, "it is the time amount of medicine!" etc., and this can be told now with an audio station so that there may be 
nothing. 

[0043] Since home intravenous hyperalimentation routines are those for whom a meal is not ready as mentioned 
above, they are a routine for enforcing in domestic the cure which passes and pours in a nutrient in vein, and 
manage the infusion solution poured into the intravenous drip equipment and the bottle which are used in that case. 
Moreover, it is the thing which is needed in carrying out the method of a therapy concerned and which displays 
information, such as operation of a device, and advice, for example. 

[0044] Home selHnjection means injecting with an insulin etc. at home for therapies, such as a diabetic. A home 
self-injection management routine performs management of a patient's blood sugar level etc. to management of the 
drugs used in case home self-injection is carried out, and a syringe and the guidance display of these caution-of- 
operation matters, and a pan. 

[0045] Rehabilitation service routine consists of a facility information routine, a rehabilitation management routine, 
and home visit rehabilitation. A facility information routine is a routine which displays the information on a nursing 
home, various welfare facilities, medical facilities, etc. 

[0046] A rehabilitation management routine performs record of the rehabilitation situation of the individual in a 
hospital or various rehabilitation facilities, and the rehabilitation situation in a house, and management Furthermore, 
this routine also performs management of the various technical systems and aids for disabled or handicapped 
persons with which domestic was equipped. 

[0047] Communication system 100 consists of two of usual communication system and emergency intelligence 
service systems including TV telephone. The emergency intelligence service system which performs urgency traffic 
consists of a routine, emergency, the police and a fire-fighting communication routine, and a close-relatives network 
routine at the time of a medical-facilities communication routine, a hospital reservation routine, a home medical 
examination routine, a home-health-care instruction routine, transportation service routine, and natural disaster 
generating equipped with emergency power supply backup. 

[0048] A hospital reservation routine is a routine to which those who have received medicine and care execute a 
commuter's ticket / reservation at the time of going out irregularly by proxy to a hospital by the reservation at the 
time of healthy people going to a hospital for a medical checkup, or being home. Such reservation is performed to 
the hospital (registration hospital) beforehand registered into the system. When reservation is able to be made, this 
routine urges cautions to /that day to that on the day before a reservation day (for example, a guidance display, 
guidance with voice). 

[0049] A home medical examination routine is a routine which reserves a visit of a medical practitioner for the 
patient of being home, or a person out of order. The inspection data collected by the data which inputted the 
symptom etc., or the various above-mentioned test routines can be referred to from HIS 1 by the side of medical 
facilities etc. on-line. 

[0050] A home-health-care instruction routine is a routine which executes reservation of the service concerned 
etc. by proxy to the service contractor who offers service of a round visit of the in-home patient by the 
nurse/nurse etc. 

[0051] Although transportation service routine does not need to call an ambulance, when going to a hospital using a 
certain transportation means (for example, taxi), or when it is necessary to move on [, such as shopping, ] a life, it is 
the routine which connects to transportation service industry companies (the above-mentioned taxi etc.). and is 



reserved. 

[0052] In the individual humanity news system 400, management-of-property menus, such as private information, 
social information, a health care cost, and a household economy, can be chosen. Management of property consists 
of housekeeping book management, home banking, the health care cost management that performs managements, 
such as payment of a health care cost insurance management which manages payment, a claim, etc. of insurance 
expense, and a home health-care support system payment management routine. 

[0053] The living information system 500 consists of clothes information, meal information, ******, and amenity 
information. Amenity information consists of a reading, communication link, amusement relation, house study, travel, 
cultural activity, social activity, and movement routine etc. further. In this system, ****** treating the information 
and services (a building, furniture, etc.) about the clothes information treating the information (size, goods 
information, etc.) and service of clothing, the meal information treating the information (the calorie, the meal menu, 
health information, etc.) and service of a meal, and a dwelling and the amenity information treating the information 
and service about culture or movement can be chosen now. 

[0054] The operating information system 600 consists of data utility, telecommuting routines, etc. about business. In 
case the information about business telecommutes, it is the information about communication with an office firm, or 
salary transfer, information used on work. A telecommuting routine is for managing such information. The routine 
concerned may use the existing network system, for example, the Internet etc. 

[0055] Since a health care system and communication system are together put at the time of usual [ which collects 
and evaluates the data in which individual health condition is shown by the antemortem inspection routine or the 
laboratory test routine by time series, or manages individual health condition using medical checkup information, 
meal information, drugs information, a health consultation menu, etc. ] according to this operation gestalt, when an 
individual injures health, medicine suitable at the suitable time or care can be received. 

[0056] Moreover, a child can support parents' food, clothing and shelter by introducing the same health care system 
into elderly people's parents and a child's home, for example, and using the living information subunit of the system 
of this invention. Moreover, if a health care system is usually referred to distantly, a child can do suitable advice for 
parents. Furthermore, the personal health care system which can receive various home care services can be offered 
by using a managerial system at the time of a remote medical treatment.

[Effect of the Invention] or [ that health may be injured according to this invention ] — or when it injures, the 
personal health care system which manages individual health can always be offered so that medicine suitable at the 
suitable time or care can be received.
